A petition is being circulated in the 
district on behalf of James Fahey, 
former resident of Spirit River, who 
was recently arrested at Jasper Park 
for sh@qting a deer and is being held 
pending extradition proceedings to 
permit of his being taken back to the 
United States, where it is alleged he 
with ten others broke out of Fort 
Leavenworth penitentiary, where, it is 
alleged, Fahey was serving a life sen- 
tence for train robbery. The crime 
for which Fahey is being held hap- 
pened over 24 years ago. 

The accused lived at Spirit River 
for several years and during that time 
held highly responsible positions. He 
was manager of Geo. McRae’s general 
store for six years. Following this he 
worked for Lamson-Hubbard Com- 
pany, Ltd., and for a time he was with 
McEwen & Wilson. 

According to former Spirit River 
residents, he took an active part in 
the life of the community, being an 
enthusiastic curler and ball player. 

Fahey proved up on a homestead in 
the Spirit River district and became a 
Canadian citizen. Leaving Spirit 
River, he and his family went to 
Jasper, where they have since resided. 

The story of his alleged connection 
in the train robbery comes as a shock 


Heavy Shipment 
Of Live Stock

Seven carloads of stock—four of 
cattle and a mixed car of cattle and 
hogs — were shipped from Grande 
Prairie on Sunday, and as a result the 
district is between six and seven 
thousand Woltars better off.

When this stock train left Grande 
Prairie it was figured that it would 
be joined at McLennan to the stock 
train from north of the river and 
would proceed from that point with 
65 carloads of stock. Many other cars 
would be picked up along the way and 
it was expected that it would be the 
longest stock train that has left the 
Peace River for a long time. 

The price paid for hogs (bacon type) 
was $5.75. 

The cattle as a whole were a very 
good lot. Some, however could have 
stood more finish. In the lot was a 
carload of whitefaces purchased from 
“Billy” Salmond. There was also a 
earload of heavy steers raised by J. E. 
Thomson, which was shipped through 
to Montreal.

at that time had no good moral effect 
on other would-be bad men and horse 
thieves who were living, there was 
poor chance of argument as to the 
effect it seemed to have on those who 
were unlucky enough to get caught. 

Deer and antelope were everywhere 
bounding from hill to hill. Rivers ané@ 
smaller streams every so far were 
dammed by beaver. Study of the life 
and habits of the beaver, I think, is 
the most interesting of all living 
things, including man. You may have 
been told that it is impossible for an 
animal to reason. I will say to you 
that the beaver never make a move 
that is not backed by reason, and 
scientific reason to boot. 


Before a-b .ver ever starts build- 
ing a dam, with the practiced eye of 
an engineer and timber cruiser com- 
bined, he has already surveyed the 
location for the dam and how it must 
be to flood the backwater to the green 
timber he knows he and his family 
must have for winter feed. But you 
say, he cannot reason. Before you 
ever coax one into a trap you will be 
convinced that if he can’t reason he 
can do an awful lot of good guessing. 


Come with etd down on the old 
Edson Trail, where the steel bridge 
crosses the House River. If I remem- 
ber correctly, the stream is about fifty 
yards across, and the water shallow 
and swift. A few rods upstream from 
the bridge, on each side of the river 
are the butnients of the old beaver 
dam that once crossed this stream, 
holding back a head of water of from 
10 to 15 feet. Here is proof that the 
beaver not only reasoned but could 
and did do what no mortal man or 
men, given the same tools and mate- 


rial could accomplish in a _ million 
years. Man builds dams with con- 
crete. The only concrete the beaver 


knew was sticks and mud. Picture, if 
you can, a man or a thousand men 
getting down in that river with sticks 
and mud and even starting anything 
that could ever be a dam. Absolutely 
impossible, Intelligence, reason! Man 
with the ace of diamonds as hole-card 
and four more diampnds in sight, is 
cheated by the beaver in his natural 
environment forty ways from the jack. 
If the feed prospect upstream had not 
been properly sized up, wouldn't it be 
a joke on the beaver after he and his 
family had put in all those hard days 
through the months of July and 
August building a watertight dam, if 
they found they had flooded a bunch 
of burned and dead timber? 

While his feed is mostly the bark of 
poplar and willow, it must be green. 
Poplar is first choice, from one inch 
to sixteen inches through. With his 
scissor-like teeth he bites a notch all 
round till the tree falls, when all the 
limbs and part of the trunk are cut 
in lengths of from two to three feet, 
floated to the deepest part of dam and 
fastened to the bottom in the mud for 
winter feed. In spring those pieces 
float away, polished clean as a bone. 

But with all his ability for making 
the chips fly from green timber, he 
absolutely refuses to sink his teeth in 
anything dead or dry. A stick two 
inches through of dry poplar will hold 
a beaver in a trap for days or until 
he either drowns from the weight of 
the trap or starves to death. 

Before bridges were built I have 
erossed safely with team and wagon 
on a beaver dam, over streams that 
would have been about impassable any 
other way. 

The beaver today are little more 
than a memory. Must the harmless 
and most interesting family of our 
wild life go the way of the pigeon? 
Must he try to cross the ocean for a 
place to rest? It looks so. In coun- 
tries where the beaver is supposed 
to have protection they are killed and 
bootlegged to some other part of the 
country where laws are not so strict. 
I would suggest that every licensed 
fur buyer be under a heavy bond not 
to buy or traffic in skins known to 
have been killed illegally or out of 
season. In our own little city of 
Grande Prairie last year, in the latter 
part of May, a certain fur buyer was 
buying freshly killed muskrat skins 
that he not only knew were killed out 
of season but were shot with a .22 
rifle, which is contrary to law at any 
time. 

What a pity that these harmless 
families of birds and animals that are 
being driven from the earth could not 
have had a stinger or some sort of 
weapon to fight back with, The musk- 
rat will soon be a thing of the past. 
The beaver dams that once were a 
little world of life on every stream 
from the bottom to the top are silent

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as the grave. Not a slap of a beaver 
tall on the water as he gives the 
danger signal to dive. The beautiful 
antelope gone forever, and the deer 
nearly so. The end of the pigeon 
wrapped in oblivion, I am reminded 
of the beautiful words on the “Burial 
of Moses”: 


“No one knows that sepulchre 
And no one saw it e’er, 
For the angels of God upturned 
the sod 
And laid the dead man there.” 


Did the angels of God take away 
from this earth the poor persecuted 
pigeon? 

Must the angels of God come down 
+ earth and shame the game laws of 
1934? 


HONORS 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 


Dear Sir: In your last week's paper 
there appeared a brief symposium on 
the question of “Titles.” Owing to 
the apparent predisposition on the 
part of all political groups to make 
this question a pre-election political 
football, there remains a good deal of 
confusion on the whole subject in the 
mind of the average citizen. 


All titles and honors ought not to 
be lumped together. There is a real 
distinction between titles which are 
hereditary and those held only during 
the lifetime of the recipient. Most of 
us will agree that no one has right 
to inherit a title or honor which he 
has not earned. 


Again, all non-hereditary honors 
ought not to be considered together. 
Those received for services to a 
political party win scant approval from 
the thinking man. Under our political 
patronage system, great contributions 
of money, time, or influence to a 
political party have usually been given 
from selfish motives. At anyrate, 
they are given to only one group in 
the nation and hence should not be 
rewarded with an honor bestowed by 
the nation as a whole. 


There is, however, a type of award 
which is not only justifiable but ex- 
tremely beneficial to the public weal. 
This is the award given for the 
service rendered to human welfare by 
a certain individual or group, which 
is énly held during the lifetime of the 
person earning it. It may be said 
that such service is its own reward, 
but in these days when our ethical and 
ideal life i8 so far behind our develop- 
ment in other fields, it is extremely 
beneficial that the worth of service 
te humanity is called to the attention 
of all citizens by the award of some 
public recognition to deserving in- 
dividuals or representatives of groups. 


In a generation when commercial 
advertising in its many forms is 
placing before young people such 
selfish ends as material wealth, social 
position, or even physical superiority 
in strength or beauty, it is an unerring 
strategy on the part of governments 
which are interested in the character 
development of youth, that they place 
before them, enhanced by awards and 
honors, such unéelfish achievements 
in the interests of human welfare as 
make for true nobility of character 
and a wholesome national life.

Thoughts On Economic

PROPERTY 


Property rights are not natural 
rights—they are attributions con- 
ferred by regulated societies and the 
grantees become the mandatories and 
must not consider these attributions 
as privileges, rights or prerogatives, 
but only as obligations. 

Any partition made in favor of a 
privileged class, to the detriment of a 
great majority of the citizens, con- 
stitutes a great injustice, which 
sooner or later will cause ferments of 
dissolution, bringing revolution. 

Landed property, adequately divided 
and distributed, may contribute effi- 
caciously to the general well-being of 
society, but large tracts of land owned 
and operated by the state can also 
bring just as good results. In fact, 
both systems can be made to run 
simultaneously, including also the co- 
operative kind, without necessarily 
coming into conflict with each other. 


The first consideration of property 
stould be based on its good use and 
administration. 

At the present time the power of 
ordinary finance is substituting itself 
for the landed gentry of not many 
years ago, especially in the cities and 
towns. The abuses of this substitu- 
tion are apt to almost make us forget 
the exactions of the land lords, 


Two main factors generate the 
power of this substitution and largely 
contribute to the accumulation of the 
abuses. They are the formidable 
national and international debts, with 
their interests, and also the watered 
stocks of the large and small cor- 
porations, anonymous or not, all con- 
tributing to an excessive acquisition of 
capital, 

In order to counteract all these 
excesses, radical operations must be 
performed without delay, for the 
situation has become not only serious 
but is in a state of despair, fatally so. 


A true spirit of cooperation, en- 
hanced and supported by new laws of 
the land to be promulgated, must 
everywhere predominate, otherwise we 
are rapidly drifting -to an inevitable 
fall. 


Cooperation must succeed the old 
Liberal doctrine of laissez faire. Con- 
ditions have changed, and if we do 
not conform to them, we are doomed. 
There is not the least shade of a 
doubt that our present economic sys- 
tem reflects distress, poverty and 
unrest-—all three inviting revolution— 
and this, strange to relate, when pro- 
fusion could be made accessible to 
everyone, really and virtually. 

To achieve 4 permanent and bene- 
ficial action, cooperation must select 
its own ground, for it is useless to try 
and save a situation already putrified 
with abuses and excesses. The true 
remedy to cure a perturbed democracy 
is more democracy, It can be done,

BELOW PAR 


The human family can be divided 
into those who are sick and those who 
are well, but such a sweeping division 


ignores the various grades of health. 
Obviously, those who are suffering 
from actual disease are not healthy, 
but among those who are free from 
disease, there are a vast number who 
do not enjoy health. 

Health has been described as the 
harmonious working of all parts of the 
body. Loss of harmony means loss of 
health, and when discord occurs we 
have disease. A certain level of 
health is par. This level is not the 
same for any two individuals because 
no two individuals are born with the 
same physical and mental capacities. 

When we say that a man is physic- 
ally below par. we mean that he has 
fallen below the health level which he 
ean and should maintain. This loss 
of health usually occurs gradually. 
There are certain diseases which 
strike suddenly, but most diseases are 
insidious in their onset and, for that 
reason, the term “below par” should 
be accepted as a warning of the pos- 
sible onset of disease. 


One of the most common symptoms 
of declining health is fatigue. The 
individual may say that he has lost 
his pep, or that he is always tired, or 
that he feels “all in.” Everyone ex- 
periences fatigue, but can overcome 
it by rest. It is the chronic fatigue 
or the unusual fatigue which should 
be looked into. 


The normal healthy person keeps 
his weight at about the same level. He 
may add a few pounds or take off a 
few, depending upon his physical ac- 
tivity, but his weight is fairly uniform. 
A steady loss of weight, for no ap- 
parent reason, should never be disre- 
garded. Repeated colds, a persistent 
cough, or fainting spells, should all be 
viewed in the same way. 

The person who has his _ physical 
condition checked through a periodic 
health examination will not drift into 
the below par state. The periodic 
health examination will reveal any ab- 
normal condition or faulty 


living, and these can be corrected be- | 


fore health suffers. 

The person who has had his physi- 
eal condition checked in this manner 
assumes the serious responsibility for 
his own health of noticing any condi- 
tion which suggests that his health is 
slipping away from him, and of se¢ 
curing treatment before serious harm 
results. Unfortunately, we are apt to 
find some ready excuse for the below 
par feeling, and so go on in a false 
sense of security, thus losing the pre- 
cious time when treatment might be 
most helpful. 


Early adequate treatment is always) 
best because it is the most effective) 
and it is always the least expensive in) 


the long run.

AN EMPIRE FOUNDED 
ON OLD MAN “POTATO” 


Hard times after the Napoleonic 
wars finally brought the potato into 
general use in Europe, but it was ‘in 
Germany, however, that the potato 
played its most important part. Ow- 
ing to the foresight of Frederick the 
Great, the sandy plains of East Prus- 
sia were planted with potatoes and 
their culture and extension enforced 
by all the vigour of judicial enact- 
ment.

Elevator Owners Finance Study Of 
Weed Control—Pamphlets Are 
Available at Elevators 


Professors of Agricultural College 
of the University of Manitoba special- 
izing in weed control and eradication 
have made compilations indicating 
that loss to western Canadian farmers 
through weeds amounts to $179,200,000 
annually, 

In order to provide farmers with 
information as to the best means cf 
combating the weed menace, Dr. G. P. 
MeRostie, professor of agronomy, and 
W. Tildesley, assistant on weed 
search, approached the Northwest 
Grain Dealers’ Association with a pro- 
posal that the line elevator companies 
finance scientific investigation con- 
cerning weed eradication, Recognizing 
the need for such a study of the weed 
problem, the elevator men undertook 
to raise the funds necessary for the 
survey. This work has now been pro- 
ceeding for the past three years and 
the results of investigations of pro- 
fesaors have been turned over to the 
Northwest Grain Dealers. 

The studies relate to Couch Grass, 
Sow Thistle, Canada Thistle, control 
of weeds by chemicals and destruction 
of weed seeds by ensiling. The first 
of the pamphlets dealing with these 
subjects is now in the hands of all line 
country elevator agents for free dis- 
tribution to farmers, Any farmer may 
now pbtain the latest scientific in- 
formation on this important subject 
at any local line elevator. 

The quality of Canada’s grain crops 
and profitable volume of production 
can only be obtained through control 
of weeds. Line elevator company 
owners are deserving of appreciation 
of the farming population in recog- 
nizing the need for scientific study of 
this problem and the making available 
of the results of these experiments to 
the farmers of the West.

The sermon theme was the text, “He
